cannot be suppressed. For these 
pre-season models tell a story of 
a@ mode in the making, and already 
one may do more than guess at 
what that mode will be. Designers 
seem to be of one mind concerning 
fundamentals, even while they are 
of many minds ag to the way those 
fundamentals shall be incorporated 
into their offerings. 

They all agree upon the neces- 
sity of suppleness in the materials 
used. And they also agree that 
there shall be a deft manipulation 
of those materials, differing very 
little on the materials themselves. 
Perhaps one originator favors some 
weave in a straw and another pre- 
fers a second; but that must ever 
be, if we are to be assured variety. 
And a brief glance at the general 
mode assures us that if the hat 
fashions are to parallel frock and 
sult fashions they must be prac- 
tically unlimited. 

So far—there is nothing apparent 
on the millinery horizon that will 
eliminate the small hat, preferably 
the tight-fitting affair that con- 
forms to the head line and the hair 
Mne—in back. The small hat goes 
best with the tailored suit—it is the 
appropriate hat, just as the tailored 
suit is, just now, the appropriate 
suit. And there is no hat smarter 
with the afternoon frock, even 
when it is quite elaborately formal. 
Summer will bring the picture hat 
—it will add to the mode, but not 
replace the close-fitting shape. 


Lovely Stuffs—The New Materials! 


Just for the moment there are 
many between-season mMateriala, 
made necessary by the changing 
mode and the changing season. 
Satin, taffeta, grosgrain ribbon— 
accented sharply—and felt pre- 
dominate, Little enough need of 
saying that felt should be stressed, 
for we wear it every month in the 
year and are never without a hat 
or two of it. But the new felts! 
Homespun felts, two-tone, double 
faced felts, striped and figured 
felts, they are enticingly new and 
eminently desirable. 

They are using felt and grosgrain 
ribbon tn combination with straw 
of some sort, satin with togovano 
braid, Milan with satin and satin 
as a binding for a coarse crochet 
straw. The idea is combination 
and contrast—of material and color 
—and the idea is meeting with 
signal success, Through all the 
story of combination runs the fa- 
miliar felt, the slightly brushed, 
nappy surface of the type known 
as homespun, very popular. 

This extremely soft felt fashions 
many of the inimitable Uttle hats 
that so closely define the lines of 
the head, and show such interest- 
ing crowns. The vogue for com- 
pose color schemes is expressed in 
the double faced felts in two 
colors, or two tones of a single color, 
that take on all the smartest of the 
new lines. Milan, Ballibuntl, Bang- 
kok, Leghorn, the crochet straws, 
tagal and sisal are prominently 
featured in the new season models. 


Many Of The Shapes Are Nameless 


While we may classify some of 
the models as turbans, or berets, 
or cloches, or helmets, it is per- 
fectly true that there are scores 
of interesting offerings that may 
not be definitely classified. In gen- 
eral, there are brims and there are 
brimless hats; there are square and 
eloche crowns,. and there are 
crowns so folded and creased and 
manipulated that they are no kind 
of a crown at all, yet surpassingly 
smart and lovely, and possessed of 


obviously, short in the back. For 
it is quite useless to say that short 
hair is passing. There are women 
who have found it unsuited to 
their style, and are, therefore, let- 
ting it grow, but barbers report 
many heads shorn of long hair 
daily, and that many who have let 
it grow, are bobbing again. So the 
neckline is an important feature in 
both hat and hair. There should 
be a law passed to compel women 
to look into the double or three- 
way mirror. 

There are slightly drooping 
brims, then there are brims rolled 
at the side front—much newer, 
and there are narrow brims rolled 
all the way across. While many 
find the brimless hat most unbe- 
coming, there are some shapes that 
seem, and really are, brimless, yet 
with a spread of line that shadows 
the face sufficiently to take away 
any element of unbecomingness. 
When the brimless hat is worn 
well, it is ultra-smart, but when it 
{gs not worn well, it were better left 
alone. 

Crowns Do The Unexpected Thing 


There is charm in the unexpected. 
Crowns do the unexpected. So— 
following the old law, “Things 
equal to the same thing are equal 
to each other,” we deduce the fol- 
lowing——crowns are charming: You 
may choose for yourself a crown 
that fits just as tightly as a skull 
cap, or you may prefer one that 
is a creation of folds, creases, 
pleats, tucks—even smocking. Or 
the crown may achieve its different- 
ness by clever uses of trimming. 

Some of the turbans have the 
Russian line that makes one think 
of a queenly tiara. One instantly 
sees how such a shape differs from 
the helmet hat that has tabs over 
the ears and a smooth, head-fitting 
crown. A single instance of the 
versatility of the mode. The dip 
to the side is evidenced in many 
ways that have to do with both 
lines and trimming. The woman 
with a close Hair cut will find ita 
friendly shape, especially when the 
dip ils present on both sides. 

Trimmings give the appearance 
of simplicity. But that simplicity 
is, as in the general mode, sophis- 
ticated. Not easy to do, for it must 
be just as it should be—no other 
way will do. There is elaboration 
in contrast of fabric and of color— 
many of the smartest shapes de- 
pend on contrast alone for trim- 
ming. Bands and appliques and 
bindings are approved; flowers are 
making an,.early appearance, and 
there are many uses of the orna- 
mental pin. 


Bows Make Their Bow! 


There is a vogue for bows—big, 
little, single and in twos and 
threes. They are ap,earing on 
frocks and coats—so they will, of 
course, be prominently featured in 
millinery. They will sit a-top 
smart shapes and provide a single 
perky note of trimming. They will 
appear at the side of a draped hat, 
following the line of the side- 
draped dress that is finished with a 
soft bow of the material. There is 
something irresistible about a bow! 
And fashion, evidently, thinks so. 

For your immediate use there 
could be nothing smarter than the 
pictured model of shiny grosgrain, 
worked into a brimless hat with 
beret tendencies. The folds are 
marked with a line of dull gros- 
grain ribbon that finds its way to 
the top of the hat for a saucy bow. 
There is a triangular ornament of 
the pin type that disappears for an 
instant beneath a fold of the ma- 
terial. A black and white hat, mid- 
season materials, right sow, what 
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better combination? 

Grosgrain again. This time in 
combination with brocade, and ef- 
fecting a close-fitting little shape 
that is distinctly of the mode.

Disregarding a minority peti- 
tion against the paving of Fifth 
Avenue from San Antonio Ave- 
nue ‘to the western city limits, 
the Ontario city council, in ses- 
sion last night, ordered the 
work done and requested the 
engineering department to sub- 
mit plans for the projected im- 
provement at the next meeting 
of the council. 

The petition of protest bore 
signatures that represented 
but 57 acres of the 400 acres 
involved in the assessment dis- 
trict that must bear the cost 
of the paving and was, there- 
fore, not considered sufficient- 
ly representative to warrant a 
delay in the paving program. 

The improvement program 
calls for five-inch asphaltic eon- 
crete paving twenty feet wide, 
which will ultimately form a 
connecting link in a new state 
highway from Los Angeles to 
Riverside. It will conneet with 
the Whittier Boulevard at Los 
Angeles and with the Mission

Boulevard at the California 
Street intersection, and will 
eliminate many dangerous 


grade crossings. 

Fifth Avenue is a continua- 
tion of California Street west 
of Cypress Avenue, where at 
the present time there is a 76- 
foot jog. The city has, how- 
ever, purchased a right-of-way 
across property at the north- 
west corner of California St. 
and Cypress Ave. and will
